REPLIES TO BARTHOLDT 


Flood Says Inquiry Shows Only 
700 Dum Dum Bullets Were 


Shipped to Europe. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Chairman 
Flood of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee, today told opponents of 
legislation to prohibit exports of war 
materials that the German Government, 
through the Berlin Foreign Office, had 


made it plain that it did not expect the 
United States to stop such exports. 

Chairman Flood made his statement to 
Representative Bartholdt, who was mak- 
ing a general argument at a public hear- 
ing teday for his resolution to stop ex- 
ports, 

“Suppose,” he asked Bartholdt, ‘‘that 
you understood that the German Gov- 
ernment, through the German Foreign 
Office, had said it did not expect this 
Government to pass this legislation. 
Would you support it?’ 

Bartholdt Explains Opposition. 

Representative . Bartholdt asserted 
that he knew nothing of the attitude of 
the German Government and that he 
and his associates opposed the exporta- 
tion of arms on the grounds of “‘inter- 
national immorality.” 

Chairman Flood repeated the state- 
ment in his question and added: ‘‘I said 
that they realize, and so state, that 
they do not expect this Government to 
pass this legislation.” 

“The State Department,” said Chair- 
man Flood to Representative Bartholdt, 
“has investigated your charge that dum- 
dum bullets were being shipped from 
this country to the allies. They have 
found that not more than 700 of these 
bullets have left the country and that 
hone of them would fit modern: military 
service rifles.” 

Representative Bartholdt said he had 
heard that the neutrality of the United 
States had been violated by the ship- 
ments of Canadian troops over Ameri- 
can territory in Maine, on thelr way to 
the war zone,

Representative Bartholdt said he knew 
of the incident only as a matter of 
gossip, but that he would endeavor to 
investigate. 

‘Right Recognized for 100 Years. 

“The shipment of war supplies to bel- 
ligerent nations,’’ said Chairman Flood, 
“has been recognized for 100'years as a 
right of our citizens by the law of na- 
tions. When this war began, that right 
was recognized. England, through” her 
foresight and the expenditure of her 
treasure, had gained control of the sea. 
It would be to her disadvantage to 
change this situation now. Would it 
not be an unneutral act?’ 

The supporters of the resolygion, Rep- 
resentative Bartholdt said, were trying 
to go deeper than technical phases of 
international law. He said that only 
“equality toward all’ could morally‘ jus- 
tify the exercise of the right to ship 
arms to belligerents. 

“Without that moral background, " he 
said, “‘the right should not be exer- 
cised. Now we are actually waging war 
on Germany and Austria, and the guns 
and bullets we ship are killing the kins 
men of 2,000,000 Americans. I contend 
that all of the moral support has been 
taken from behind this paper neutrality 
and that real neutrality demands thax 
, further sh ts of war supplies be 
prohibited.”’ 

Chairman Flood’s statement was sup- 
ported.by Representative Metz of New 
York, who said he had just returned 
from Germany. 

Germany Satisfied, Metz Says. 

- “The German Government,” he said, 
“knows that we have a perfect right to 
de what we are doing in the exportation 
of arms and munitions and is satisfied 
that we continue to do so. I talked to 
high. Government officials; in Berlin on 
this question and the German Govern- 
ment is not in the least concerned over 
this exportation of arms. Germany is 
prepared to carry on this war and she 
is not looking for help. She has great 
factories for the’ manufacture of war 
supplies. But she is dependent on South 
America for the nitrates which go into 
the manufacture. of powder and other 
explodives and she may find herself 
short in that particular.” 
Representative Metz declared, how- 
ever, he favored the pending resolu- 
tions @s means to prevent England from 
interfering with American commerce.

[ORGANIZED BASEBALL SUED 
UNDER THE ANTI-TRUST LAW 


Federal League Action in Chicago Seeks to En- 
join National Commission and Asks Protec- 
tion for Players Who Jumped. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 5.—Charging that the 
National Commission, the governing 
body of organized baseball, its rules and 
the national agreement under which its 
members work gare a violation of the 
common law and the anti-trust statutes, 
the Federal League filed suit here to- 
day asking that the National Commis-. 
sion be decreed illegal and void and 
that its members be enjoined from fur- 
ther continuing in the alleged unlawful 
combination. 

The suit was filed in the United States 
District Court' and in the usual course 
of business would be put on the calendar

One of the principal clauses in the 
prayer of the bill is that all contracts 
with baseball players under’ the Nation- 
al Agreement and the rules of the Na- 
tional Commiséion be declared as of no 
effect so far as they concern the Fed- 
eral League or any of its constituent 
clubs. In this coniection the Court is 
asked to enjoin the National Commis- 
sion or any club in organized baseball 
from seeking to enforce its contracts 
with players who have signed with the 
Federal League.

MUGS RIGHT OF 
| TRESPASS UPHELD 
IN COURT. HERE 


The status of animals in Missouri ‘s 
rapidly being determined. Recently the 
Supreme Court, after considerable delib- 
eration, handed down a remarkable opin- 
ion in what was known'‘as the Spring: 
field mule case, and today the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, in a decision, out- 
lined the rights of dogs. 

‘Tt is well settled that dogs are prop- 
erty,’’ Judge Allen wrote, in his opinion 
“and that no one has a right to kill a 
dog belongirg to another, though found 
wpon the slayer’s premises, except for 
just cause.”’ 

In other words, a doz cannot be killed 
for mere trespass ‘upon property. 

Dog Entitied to First Bite. 

The Court of Appeals and the Su- 
preme Court are thinking along the 
same lines when it comes to our ani- 
mals. The Supreme Court, in the 
mule case, cited the fact that a dog 
is entitled to its first bite; that is, 
that the owner of a dog is not sup- 
posed to know the dog is vicious 
until the dog has bitten someone. It 
therefore held that a mule is entitled 
to its first kick. 

The Appellate Court, in the dog case, 
affirmed a $26 judgment ontained in the 
Cireuit Court by Joseph Rudicile, who 
had sued Merl C. Barr, a Knox County 
fafmer. Barr had killed two of Rudi- 
cile’s fox hounds while Rudicile was 
hunting about a year ago. The dogs 
had started up a fox and the trail led 
them onto Barr’s farm. Barr had post- 
ed signs warning hunters he would kili 
dogs found on his premises. He shot 
Rudicile’s hounds. 

Decison Is Final. 

Rudicile contended that Barr, after 
killing the dogs, said they had scared 
his sheep when barking on the trail of 
the fox. Barr’s defense was that the 
dogs were chasing his sheep. The Court 
of Appeals held the preponderance of 
evidence showed the dogg were trailing 
the fox and were not harming the 
sheep. 

The decision was final, as Barr can- 


not appeal to the Supreme Court.

Does Not Suspect Servants. 

Mrs. Busch at her home today told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that she regard- 
ed all of her servants as faithful and 
honest and did not believe that anyone 
connected with her household had any 
part in the theft. 

She pointed out that at the time the 
jewel box was taken from a chiffonier 
drawer, another box, lying on top or 
the chiffonier, contained a diamond 
necklace of great value. She believes 
that anyone except an outsider would 
have known of the pveserfte of this box 
on the chiffonier and would have known 
what it contained. The diamond neck- 
lace was not taken. 

The only one of the Busch servants 
who was not in the house Sunday even- 
ing was the maid who usually has charge 
of Mrs. Busch’s jewelry. Busch today 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter this maid 
had been implicity trusted with the 
jewelry and had been in the habit of 
hiding it in various places about the 
house.

“She told me that the woman who 
proved to be Mrs. Walters was a former 
music pupil of hers, who, at the time, 
was in the South, having just recovered 
from tuberculosis.

We became thor- 
oughly good friends and she made me 
her confidant.

FLECTED AT LARGE! 


Opinion on Primary Under New 
Charter Given by Assistant 
City Counsellor. 


Aldermen will have to be nominated at 
large in the municipal primary, as weil 
as elected at large, under the new city 
charter, according to an opinion by As- 
sistant City Counselor Truman Post 
Young, in response to a resolution of 
inquiry by the House of Delegates. 

Young pointed out that it was the 
spirit of ‘the State primary laws and tht 
legislative intent of the freeholders who 


be made at large instead of in the re- 
spective wards to be represented by 28 
Aldermen. There is no express provis- 
ion in the charter or elsewhere govern- 
ing nominations for the municipa! legis- 
lative body, which will be transformed 
from a bicameral to a single body in 
April. 
Provision of the Charter. 

The charter provides that whenever it]- 
is permitted by State law the 28 mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen shall be 
elected in the wards which they repre- 
sent.

ONCE NEAR A _ DISASTER/& 


Teutons Cut Their Way Out of 
the Russian Embrace; Great 
Losses on Both Sides. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

THE HAGUE, Dec. 15.—A military 0- 
server who has just returned from the 
Eastern theater of war gives an inter- 
esting resume of the operations there up 
to the capture of Lodz by the Germans 
on Dec. 6. 

He points out that, in the beginning, 
it was the plan of General, now Field 


Marshal, von Hindenburg, to cut the] 


Russian lines of communication by an 
advance from Suwalki in the direction of 
Bialystok, and, possibly, Baranowitshi. 
With this in view, the reduction of the 
fortress Ossewitz was attempted by the 
Germans early in October. But the 
terrain proved very difficult and, real- 
izing what the plan of Gen. von Hin- 
denburg was, the Russians concentrated 
a large force against the German left 
wing. 

For a while Von Hindenburg persisted. 
This led to the fighting about Au- 
gustowo and the vicinity of Lyk. Final- 
ly the planned: reduction of Osewitz 
had to be abandoned, and the Germans 
instead of continuing their vigorous of- 
fensive along the East Prussian borders. 
were obliged to assume the défensive in 
those parts. 


As in other parts of the European 
theater of war, the men began to bury 
themselves in. trenches, Von Hinden- 
burg leaving his forces on the East 
Prussian border in circumstances resem- 
bling strongly those in Flanders. Both 
Russians and Germans began a field 
siege im which now one, then the other, 
would for a time keep up an aggressive. 
the sole purpose of which was to let the 
opponent know that it was considered 
proper not to move about too much. 


Germans Reach the Vistula. 

Towards thé end of October Von Hin- 
denburg appeared suddenly at the head 
of a large German force advancing in 
the direction of Ivangorod. At the’same 
time the Austro-Hungarians, having re- 
cuperated from the debacle of the 
Dankl-Auffenberg operations against 

ublin and Krasnik, managed to relieve 
Przmesyl and drive the RuSssians across 
the River San and out of Galicia. The 
Russian general staff had been obliged 
to rush reinforcements to the Suwalki 
theater of war. This had eased the sit- 
uation in Galicia, and the Austro-Hun- 
garians had taken advantage of it. 


In his advance upon the Ivangorod- 
Warsaw line, Von Hindenburgh finally 
reached the banks of the Vistula, to dis- 
cover, however, that the Russians had 
fortified all bridge heads and elevations 
along the river. Several attempts were 
made by Von Hindenburgh to force .a 
crossing, but he soon discovered that 
this could not be done. ' He was able, 
however, to stand his ground. 

Meanwhile the Austro-Hungarians had 
again lost ground to the Russians, Jaro- 
slaw had been taken and, while the Rus- 
sians had been driven out of Eastern 
Hungary, they were now threatening the 
Austro-Hungarian right wing with a 
massing of troops in Bukovina. Re- 
crossing the San River en masse, the 
Russians for a time even threatened to 
cut their way through in Northwestern 
Galicia. This was averted, however, by 
prompt maneuvers on the part of the 
German and Austro-Hungarian forces, 
who offered a strong defensive on the 
Cracow-Przemysl line. 

During the first week of November 
progress was made by neither of the op- 
posing armies. The Austro-Hungarians 
held the Russians in check from Cracow 
to Przemysl, whiie the Germans held 
the line Crocow-Petrikow-Mlava. But 
the forces of the two empires were too 
small to carry on a renewed offensive 
against the Russiam masses which had 
moved across the Rivers San and Vis- 
tula like an avalanche. It was then 
that Von Hindenburgh decided upon a 
plan which may be said to be typical of 
him. 


By means of a strategical retreat he 
intended to break the Russian front. He 
ordered his center to fall back and kept 
his own wings more or less in the posi- 
tions they had occupied, forming in this 
manner a rough cul-de-sac into which 
he hoped to trap the Russian force, 
which he felt would be sent to follow 
up the retreating Germans. 


Austrians Too Late. 

It is generally admitted, the ob- 
Server says, that Von Hindenburg’s 
plan would have succeeded had the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian forces needed by him 
proven more mobile and effective. As it 
‘vas, the Austro-Hungarians, hampered 
by bad roads, failed to appear in time, 
and when finally the effort was made 
to “bite off’ the Russian forces which 
had taken up the pursuit:of Von Hindén- 
burg it was found that the tardiness, of 
the Austro-Hungarians had permitted 
too many Russtans to push after th 
Germans. IES oe am 

For several days a situation said to 
have ro parallel in modern warfare ex- 
isted. In the center of the theater of 
operations was a large Russian force, 
surrounded on three sides by Germans. 
Beyo:.1 the German lines Russian lines 
were forming—the German position Aav- 
ing thus two faces—and beyond the Rus. 
sians another line of Germans was form- 
ing in the north and a line of Austro- 
Hungarians in the south and west. 

Desperate efforts were made by the 
Germans and their allies to bring to- 
uether the points of the wings they had 
laid about the Russian pursuing force. :

A friend in NEED and a friend 
in DEED—the three-time ad— 
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right flank promised success. With the 
Russian offensive against East Prussia 
wrecked, and with an advance threat- 
ning the Russian center, the Russian 
fifth army was obliged to check its ad- 
vance upon the Silesian border and the 
Cracow district. Many of its units were 
rushed to support the threatened center, 
or second army. This measure permit- 
ted a further development of the flank 
of the second army. gut the rearrange- 
ment of the Russian forces came a lit- 
tle too late, it appears. Gen. von Mack- 
ensen lost no time in pushing his ad- 
vance, engaged the Russians on Nov. 
16, near Kutno, caused them heavy 
losses in killed and wounded and took 
25,000 prisoners, as well as much ma- 
terial. 

The Russian second army continued 
its advance, however. Gen. von Hinden- 
burg was in the act of completing his 
cul-de-sac, and the Russian second 
army had a double task to perform. Not 
alone was it necessary to envelop the 
German northern wedge, but the ad- 
vance of Gen. von Mackensen had made 
a vigorous oounter-offensive necessary. 
Offensive and counter-offensive on the 
part of the opponents gave the second 
army a southwest-northeast line during 
the next two days, another tooth being 
thus added to the great battle-saw in 
Poland. 


The line of the second army was then 
from Styrkow-Alexandrowo to Kazi- 
miergz. This was pierced by the Ger- 
mans under Von. Mackensen in the even- 
ing of Nov. 17 along the Rutno road, 
and on the following morning the right 
wing of the second army was folded 
back upon Brzeziny on the Lodz road. 
On the 19th the desperate struggle con- 
tinued. During the day heavy reinforce- 
ments from the fifth army arrived, and 
on the 20th the Russians succeeded in 
developing their full foree. Gen. von 
Mackensen, however, continued his of- 
fensive, succeeding two days later in 
forcing the Russians into Lodz and 
holding the territory west, north and 
east of that city. 


Germans Exhausted. 

Meanwhile the German forces had 
been thoroughly exhausted. Not alone 
Gid they fight an enemy numerically 
far superior, but the incessant marche: 
and bad weather had weakened them 
considerably. Fresh troops had to b: 
brought to the scene. These came fron 
the armies which Von Hindenburg wa: 
employing on his cul-de-sac maneuver, 
the site of which was immediately 
southeast of Lodz. It would have bee) 
easy to take these troops through Si- 
lesia, but that meant traveling over 
the two long sides of an acute angle, 

ile a march in a northwesterly di- 
rection was no greater than the dis- 
tance the troops would have to march 
after they had been detrained. But to 
take that route was dangerous, as was 
amply proven on the following day. 

The division rushed.to the relief of the 
Von Mackensen army had been facing 
southeast and to go northwest meant a 
complete face-about with the enemy in 
the rear. They were none too strong, 
moreover, and had been acting on the 
defensive on the line Chynof-Bedkow. 
The Russians with whom they were in 
contact were numerically superior and 
evidently under instruction to await de- 
velopments at the head of the Russian 
wedge. 

Orders to move on Lodz placed the 
German troops in a predicament. An 
evacuation of the position would cause 
the Russians to follow in pursuit, and 
since the lack of contact with the Rus- 
sian forces in and about Lodz might 
lead to most unpleasant surprises, the 
undertaking looked extremely risky. It 
was carrted out, however, after three 
days’ desperate fighting, Nov. 23-25. The 
Germans had hardly faced about when 
the Russians they had held in check 
took up a general advance, and before 
long the Germans were completely sur- 
rounded. 

Russgjany Taken Prisoners. 

By facing this way, and then the oth- 
er, the German division finally disen- 
gaged itself, and in addition to inflict- 
ing heavy losses upon the Russians, took 
12,000 prisoners, 25 guns and some 70 ma- 
chine guns and several trains. It is 
doubtful whether all military history 
knows of another exploit of this nature. 
Thanks to the strict censorship of the 
German army, not even the name of the 
officer who conducted this brilliant af- 
fair is known. To understand fully 
what the German division accomplished 
one must consider that it did not leave 
a single wounded man behind. What 
might have been the inglorious end of 
the force Was turned into a complete 
victory. 

Within two days the division finally 
reached the German general battle line 
and, though utterly exhausted, played 
a prominent part in the fighting which 
resulted from the efforts of the Rus- 
sians to advance west of Lods. 

Meanwhile reinforcements had been 
brought to Lodz by the Germans dur- 
ing the last days of November. After 
three days of severe fighting the Rus- 
sians were finally obliged, Dec. & to 
evacuate the city. The occupation by 
the Germans of Lodz ended a phase of 
operations in Poland which had cost 
the Russians no less than 180,000 in 
killed, wounded and prisoners, likewise 
about 280 pieces of artillery, more than 
400 machine guns and much wheel 
transportation. The losses of the Ger- 
mans in the operations against Lodz are 
estimated at 4,000 killed, wounded and 
prisoners, 30 pieces of artillery and 65 
machine guns. 

These figures do not include the losses 
of the Russians and Austro-Hungari- 
ans who opposed one another on the 
southern reaches of the eastern theater 
of war. The Austrians claim to have 
caused since Nov. 1 the following Rus- 
sian losses: Seventy-eight thousand 
men, killed, wounded and prisoners, 
about § guns and double that number 
of machine guns. On the other hand the 
Austro-Hungarian losses have, not been 
slight, and it is believed that they are 
ost little behind the Russian numbers. 
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WEIGHT OF LAKE INCREASES IN 
COLD WEATHER; TILTS LAND 


Cleveland’s Area Affected by Lower 
Temperature of Water, Astrono- 
mer Says. ' 
CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 5.—A scieptific 
explanation of a mysterious tilting of 
the earth’s crust along this shore of 
Lake Erie, which affected delicate 
astronomical and surveyors’ instrnu- 
ments, was discovered today by Father 
Frederick Odenbach, astronomer at St. 


Ignatius College. The “leaning,” which 
is a regular thing, according to the lo- 
cal savant, is caused by nothing more 
serious than an increase in the weight 
of Lake Erie. 


of Lake Erie is 10,000 square miles and 
its mean depth 90 feet. Therefore the 
number of cubic feet of water in Lake 
Erie, he figured, is 25,090,560,000,000, 009. 
The astronomer found the mean high 
temperature of the water in August to 
be 75 degrees and the mean low tem- 
perature in February 33 degrees. 


Father Odenbach took 39 degrees as » 
mean low temperature and 68 degrees as 
a mean high. The weight of a cubic 
foot of water at the former tempera- 
ture would be 62.449 pounds; at the lat- 
ter temperature, 62.339 pounds. He fig- 
ured that the difference between the 
weight of a cubic foot of water in sum- 
mer and in winter is therefore but .119 
pound. 

Multiplying the cubic feet by .110 gave

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OUR DUTY IN THE PHILIPPINES.

self-government, and therefore cannot fairly be

Mr. Taft deplores “Democratic promises of Phil- 
ippine independence.” He says the wealthy, cul- 
tured, aristocratic residents of the islands dread 
America’s departure. They fear, and he fears, 
ambitious commoners would foment political dis- 
cord, resulting in some such anarchy as now ex- 
ists in Mexico, and terminating in the armed in- 
tervention of some foreign Power. 

We who inherit the noble English language 
may perhaps be pardoned for believing it would 
serve as well as another as a world language, but 
our reading of human history forbids us to en- 
tertain the grotesque belief that English is the 
only language in which brave men have dreamed 
and planned for human liberty and humane gov- 
ernment. All languages share that honor. 

As for the fears of the Philippine aristocrats, 
why, we can parallel them historically with the 
fears of the American aristocrats’ who dreaded 
the withdrawal of England’s colonial governors 
and armed forces from this continent during the 
ninth decade of the eighteenth century, and with 
the like dread of persons similarly situated in 
other lands whose common people have won larger 
freedom. It is a factor which commands our re- 
spectful consideration, but it does not appeal to 
us, as democrats and believers in the maximum 
of human liberty for all deserving persons, as a 
paramount consideration. 

Perhaps Mr. Taft’s fears are less important than 
he thinks them. Perhaps the Democrats, holding 
fast to the race’s noblest ideal,-exhibiting a high- 
er faith in common humanity, are wiser than he 
thinks them. : 

Concerning Mexico it can truthfully be said 
that conditions there are anarchic not because the 
common people have been permitted to try the 
experiment of self-government and have failed, 
but because for four centuries they have been de- 
nied that right, and have at last risen determined 
te win it, at whatever cost. They are fitting 
themselves for self-government precisely as Mr. 
Taft says any people must do, by winning it from 
their oppressors.

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PUSH THE SHIPPING BILL 

Back of the arguments advanced against the 
Government shipping bill now pending in the 
Senate is the manifest fear that special interests 
may be hurt by the entrance of the Government in 
the ocean transportation business. 

The obvious answer to the objection that the 
Government cannot get enough ships to do the 
work required is that some ships are better than 
none. Any increase of American shipping facili- 
ties would bring relief. As to the danger of com- 
plications with belligerent nations, the Govern- 
ment has power to enforce precautions against 
contraband and respect from belligerents. The 
danger is rather imi ginary than real. 

The controlling fart is the need of shipping to 
move American produce to eager markets. The 
great initerest to be} served is that of American 
producers whose inability to move their products 
is resulting in the checking of trade activity and 
great loss. Freight-carrying American vessels on 
the seas now would mean profitable activity in all 
lines of production, trade and transportation. Pri- 
vate capital cannot or will not do the work. Gov- 
ernment shipping offers practically the only solu- 
tion of the problem. 

In the West, where the products of farm and 
factory are awaiting transportation to market 
and the railroads, with vast material ready for 
shipment, are holding idle cars in storage, there 
should be an overwhelming sentiment in favor of 
this bill. The sentiment should be expressed 
promptly by every Board of Trade and business 
organization. The farmers should be heard from. 
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STOP THE UPROAR, 

A citizen writes to the Post-Dispatch a protest 
against the numerous robberies that have oc- 
curred lately, and says that. “if we haven’t enough 
police protection to protect us, the soldiers should 
be called out to guard our stores, banks and 
homes.” He quaintly concludes: “A robbery is 
an uproar, the same as war.” 

There seems to have been a slip of the pen in 
Citizen’s complaint. Most robberies are of the 
quiet kind. The uproar is usually made after- 
wards, by the victim. However, we have Shaks- 
peare’s authority for the use of “uproar’’ to de- 
scribe something which causes confusion, as “I 
should uproar the universal peace.” In this 
sense, a quick succession of robberies in the city, 
alarming the general public, certainly causes 
confusion and disturbs the peace. It should be 
stopped. 

Incidentally, spoutings of the sort given out 
by our recent visitor, Alex. Berkman, who is 
reported to have said at a meeting Sunday after- 
noon that he would welcome the display of a lit- 
tle more criminal instinct on the part of labor- 
ers, is uproar in the Shakspearean sense. Berk- 
man himself is a bit of an uproar. 
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OUR NEW ENOWNOTHINGISM. « 

The House of Representatives has passed a 
bill excluding illiterates from the United States. 
The Senate las made an exception in favor of 
Belgian farmers, most of whom are not illiter- 
ates, and to the list of those excluded it has added 
“the black or African race.” In conference it is 
possible that this measure will be made some- 
what more reasonable, but with prejudice of race 
and of class very active in both branches of 
Congress the hope of honest, manly and reason- 
able legislation must be faint indeed. 

From recent votes at Washington it is evident 
that a great majority of both parties would like 
to put out of the United States not only all yel- 
low and black men, but a considerable element of 
the population of Europe. As against Chinese, 
Japanese and negro there is no disposition to 
mince words, but there is not a man in Con- 
gress who has the courage to name names when 
he votes to put up the bars against Europe. 

All our legal troubles with the Mongolian 
races have grown out of the €ivil War legislation 
which placed whites and blacks upon an equality, 
al! others being ignored. If we now exclude the 
blacks because they are black and the yellows 
and browns because they are yellow and brown, 
why should we not be courageous enough to bar 
various races of Southern Europe because they 
are inhabitants of Southern Europe? 

In truth there is neither courage nor wisdom 
in this legislation. It is sustained only by race 
prejudice at the South and on the Pacific coast, 
jockeying with trade unionism throughout the 
North. In the South and in the Gulf and Pacific 
states the people are honest enough to say what 
they mean. When the South wants black men 
excluded it says black men. When the Pacific 
coast wants yellow and brown men excluded it 
says yellow and brown men. How many North- 
ern Senators and Representatives who voted in 
favor of the literacy test dare say that they mean 
to exclude Italians and Jews? 

The various bills as they stand are a disgrace 
to the United States. They can hardly emerge 
in any form that will escape a veto. 

BUDGET-MAKING BY THE PEOPLE. 
Article XVI of the new St. Louis charter estab- 

lishes a budget system for the city and creates 
a Board of Estimate and Appropriation consist- 
icg of the Mayor, the Comptroller and the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen. In detailing the 
manner in which authorization is to be given for 
municipal expenditures annually, section 8 of 
this article prescribes the following: 

The Board of Estimate and Appropriation 
shall submit to the Board of Aldermen at the 
beginning of its annual session, or as soon 
thereafter as possible, a statement showing 
the estimated receipts and requirements of 
each department, board or office for the cur- 
rent year and a comparative statement of re- 
ceipts and expenses during the previous year, 
first, however, affording taxpayers an op- 
portunity to be heard thereon, as may be 
provided by ordinance. 

Thus in the established process of budget 
making a by no means unimportant part is as- 
signed to the nonofficeholding citizen. In com- 
pliance with this section public hearings on the 
1915 budget are appointed for three Wednesdays 
and two Fridays in January, beginning tomorrow.
